WASHINGTON, July IB-Minister Wu Tung 


Fang has undertaken to get through a cipher cable 
message from Secretary Hay to Minister Conger at 
PeKin and have an answer brought back if Mr. 
Conger is still alive. The message was prepared 
by Secretary Hay and the contents are unknown ex- 
cept to him. 
It is sent tD Shanghai with explicit in- 


struction from Minister Wu to spare no effort or ex- 
pense to get it into the hands of Mr. Conger. 


WASHINGTON, July 13—The department of 


state is notified by Consul Goodnow at Shanghai 
that the governor of Shan Tung wires that the Box- 
ers and soldiers were bombarding the legations for 
final attack on the 7th. He is extremely anxious 
for the safety of the ministers and friendly Chinese 
in Pekin and fears for the worst are generally en- 
tertained. 


LONDON, July 13—A news agency repoit 


says an official message, received in London, states 
all foreigners at Pekin were murdered July 6. 


BRUSSELS, July 13--The Belgian foreign office, 


has received a cable announcing on Chinese author- 
ity that General Nieh has defeated the rebels near 
Pekin, relieved Prince Ching and General Yung Lu 
who tried to defend the Europeans. 


London, July 13—Though, there 3bes not appear to be aiuyi Justification for the 


statement that official confirmation has been received here of the massacre 


of the colony at tekin itp hardly doubted that such confirmation will be the 


ending of the present suspense. 


The report sent out by a news agency of this city, this morning, saying 


an official message has been received, in London that all foreigners at Pekin 
were murdered July 6th is said to have originated at the Japanese legation, 
but inquiry there elicited the statement that no telegram dealing with the 
situation at Pekin, had reached the legation for some days. Nothing was 
known there leading to support the story beyond, the Shanghai tales published 
this morning. The British foreign office is equally without confirmatory in- 
formation.

circles regard the statement as being merely a reiteration of the moraine's 
rumors, especially as an, interchange of inquiries indicated that none of the 
embassies and ministeries had> anything fresh corroborative of the story,.

the Chinese officials.

Berlin, July 13—According to a semi- official telegram from Canton, Li Hunt;

indicated.

ors are doing the same. 


Washington, July 13—The short cablegram received at the state department 
today from Consul General Goodnow, at Shanghai, announcing the beginning1 


of the final attack on the legations at Pekin, has terribly depressed the of- 
ficials here. All along they suspected the various comunications received 
from Chinese sources in Shanghai, have been preparing the way for the an-, 
nouncement of the extermination of the foreign ministers and wives, children, 


attaches, dependents and guards. 


The consul general's message, it is understood, is but a repetition of the last 


press reports from Shanghai, but the state department have come to place a 
high estimate on Mr. Goodnow.'s advices. It appreciates the fact that he will 
not send every piece of unreliable gossip afloat in the sensational news center 
where he is stationed, but uses good Judgment in sifting1 out the probable 


from other kinds of news. 


Moreover, his advice this time is from the Chinese governor of the province 


wherein Shanghai is situated, and it is hard to conceive of adequate reason for 


the falsification of facts by that official in the direction of this particular 
report. Therefore, the state department, which, has all along been hopeful of 
the ultimate rescue of the ministers at Pekin, has now joined the European 
chancellories in the belief that they have all been killed. 


The department officials find it hard to estimate the value of the statement 


of the consul at Canton that Li Hung Chang has again engaged passage north- 
ward, owing to the lack of date on the cable message, and it is suspected the 
press dispatch stating he had abandoned the trip to Pekin is of later date 
than Mr. Me Wade's notice. 


Should the great viceroy go northward, his coming to Taku and Tien Tsm 


would raise at once the question as to 'the conditions under which he under- 
takes to go to Pekin, and incidentally the decision as whether or not he woul<j 
be permitted to pass the lines would involve the decision of other questions as 
to whether or not a state of war exists.

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BOERS CLOSE TO PRETORIA 


Inflict a Severe Defeat Upon the Forces oi 


Lord Roberts, 
Captured Two Guns 


and Some Two Hundred Men 


f London, Juiy 13.—Lord Roberts' dis- 
patch, reporting still another unfortu- 
nate occurrence, throws a serious light 
upon the state of affairs in South Af- 
rica. 
There has been some comment 


recently regarding the virtual absence 
oJ progress by the immense army under 
command of Lord Roberta, but few could 
have been found to believe that the 
scattered Boer forces were able to in- 
flict such a defeat BO near Pretoria. 


Instead of the surrender of all of the 


remaining Boers being imminent, as re- 
cent telegrams had hinted, it seems they 
have been making a concerted attempt 
to surround or recapture Pretoria, with 
BO much success that, in. the region 
•which was supposed to be pacified and 
In which no attack was expected, they 
succeeded in inflicting a serious defeat 
and capturing two guns and some 200 
men. 
It is evident that General Botha 


has a considerable force, seeing that he 
Is able to press Lord Roberts' lines at a 
half dozen points around Pretoria, from 
the springs to the southeast of the city, 
northward to Middleburg and Durde- 
poort and thence southward to Nitral's 
Nek and Krugersdorp. 


Lord Roberts omits to give th« nema 


of the commander concerned, giving rise 
to the belief that worse remains to ba 
told. 
Even if the mishap be not worsa 


than his information at present Im- 
plies, it proves the-t the situation is still 
eerious, and that there is no possibility 
of any troops being spared from South 
Africa for China, but, on the contrary, 
that it will take a long time to clear the 
Stountry of the Boers. 


News has reached London that Lord 


Roberts has been suffering from a se- 
rious bowel complaint, and that Lady 
Roberts was hurriedly summoned from 
Bloemfontein, 
Lorfi Boberts, though 


How better, is still weak. 


Following is the text of Lord Roberts' 


report to the war office, under date of 
July 12: 


"The enemy, having failed In their at- 


tack upon our right rear, made a de- 
termined attack upon our right flank 
yesterday, and I regret to say succeeded 
In capturing Nitral's Nek, which was 
garrisoned by a squadron of the Scots 
Greys, with two guns, of a battery of the 
Royal artillery, and five companies of 
the Lincolnshire regiment. 


"The enemy attacked in superior num- 


bers at dawn, and, seizing the hills com- 
manding the Nek, brought a heavy gun 
fire to bear upon the small garrison. 


"Nitral's Nek is 18 miles from here, 


near where the road crosses the Croco- 
dile river. 
It was held by us in order 


to maintain road and telegraphic com- 
munication with Rusbenburg. 


"The fighting lasted, more or less, 


throughout the day, and immediately on 
receiving information, early this morn- 
ing, of the enemy's strength, I dis- 
patched reinforcements from here under 
Colonel. Godfrey of the King's Own 
Scottish Sorderers. 
Before, however, 


they reached tha spot, the garrison had 
been- overpowered, and the guns and 
a greater portion of the squadron of the 
Greys had been captured, owing to the 
borses being shot, also about 90 men of 
the Lincoln regiment. 
A list of tha 


casualties has not been recaived, but I 
fear they are heavy. 


"Simultaneously an attack was made 


on our outposts near Durdepoort, north 
of the town,' in which the Seventh Dra- 
goons were engaged. The regiment was 
handled with considerable skill by Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Low, and kept the enemy 
in check until they retired on their sup- 
ports, and would probably have suf- 
fered but slight loss had not one troop 
mistaken, some Boers in the bushes for 
our men. 


"Smlth-Dorrien had a successful en- 


gagement with the enemy yesterday 
near Krugersdorp, and inflicted heavy 
loss on them. 


"Buller reports that the Boers who 


w.ere destroying his line of railway near 
Paardekraal wetre driven off yesterday 
after a short action. 


"Hart reports from Heidelberg that 


the surrendering of Boer arms and am- 
munition continues in that district." 


Boston, July 1...—A lai;e oil tank on a 


railroad car m the My&tic yard of the 
Boston and Maine railroad In Somerville 
exploded Thursday night and 20 persons, 
who had been attracted by the fire which 
preceded, the explosion, were injured, 
several of whom may die. Tha prop- 
erty damage is placed at $45,000. 


The fire caught in some waste about 


the cars, and soon there was a brisk 
blaze. 
Many people were attracted to 


the yard by th<> blasze, and In a few mo- 
ments the flames had enveloped a tank 
car full of kerosene oil, which was stand- 
ing close by. 
The people were uncon- 


scious of the danger, and within five 
minutes the oil exploded with great 
force, burning the clothes from those 
nearest and otherwise injuring nearly 
every one of the bystanders. 
Joseph 


Hayden of engine 1, Somerville, waa 
standing upon the tank at the time of 
the explosion, and he died shortly af- 
terward. 
J. J. Callahan, a freight 


conductor on the Bositc-n and Maine, was 
also burned seriously, and Robert Fur- 
ness, a switchman, was also badly burned 
about the head and shoulders. 
Thirteen 


victims of the fire are being treated at 
the Somerville hospital.

Grouped about him 


were leading me<n of his party, while 
surrounding his Canton home were the 
friends among whom he has lived for 
more than 30 years, together with vast 
crowds from the. surroundling towns ot 
his native stata. 
The scene waa In- 


eplrlng as to the elequent words of Sen- 
ator Lodge the president responded! in 
a ringing speech. 
There was enthu- 


slam enough and to spare, and to many 
of the pointed utterances of both Sena- 
tor Lodge and the preaidient there waa 
hearty and cordial approval shown. 


After referring to the great honor Im- 


plied by the nomination, the president 
Bald: 


The declaration of principles adopted 
by the convention has my hearty appro- 
val. 
At some future) date I will con- 
sider Its subjects in detail, and will by 
letter communicate to your chairman 
a more formal acceptance of the nomi- 
nation. 


Mr. McKinley foere quoted Ms ut- 
terances of 1896, on the financial ques- 
tion, in which he declared that the Amer- 
ican people hold the financial honor of 
our government as sacred as the flag, 
and can be relied upon to guard it with 
the same sleepless vigilance. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 


What Has Been Done. 


Three and one-half years of legisla- 
tion and administration have been, con- 
cluded since these words were spoken. 
The record is made up. The gold stand- 
ard has been reaffirmed and strength- 
ened. 
The endless chain has 
been 
broken, and the drain upon our gold re- 
serve no longer frets us. The credit of 
the country has been advanced to the 
highest place among nations. 
We are 


refunding our bonded debt, bearing 3 
and 4 and 5 percent, at 2 percent, a lower 
rate than any other country, and already 
more than $300,000,000 have been funded, 
wHh a gain to the government of many 
millions of dollars. 
Instead of 16 to 1, 
legislation has been enacted which, 
while utilizing all forms of our currency, 
secures one fixed value for every dollar 
'and that the best known to the civilized 
world. 
The tariff which protects American la- 


bor and Industry and provides ample 
revenues has been written In public law. 
We have lower Interest and higher 
wages; more money and fewer mort- 
gages. The world's markets have been 
opened, to- American products, which go 
now where they have never gone before. 
We have passed from a bond-issuing to 
a bond-paying nation; from a nation of 
borrowers to e. nation of lenders; from a 
deficiency In revenue to a surplus; from 
fear to confidence; from enforced idle- 
ness to profitable employment. 
The 


public faith has been upheld; public or- 
der has been maintained. 
We have 
prosperity at home and prestige abroad. 
Unfortunately, the, threat of 1896 has 
Just been renewed by the allied parties 
without abatement or modification. The 
gold bill has been denounced and its re- 
peal demanded. 
The menace of 16 to 1, 
therefore, still hangs over us, with all 
Its dire consequences to credit and con- 
fidence, to business and industry. 
The 
enemies of sound currency are rallying 
their scattered! force®. The people mus't 
oncb more unite and overcome the ad- 
vocate of repudiation and must not re- 
lax their energy until the battle for pub- 
lic honor and honest money shall again 
triumph. 


A congress which will sustain, and, If 


need be, strengthen the present law, can 
prevent a financial catastrophe which 
every lover of the republic is interested 
to avert. 


Not satisfied with assaulting the cur- 
rency and credit of the government, our 
political adversaries condemn the tariff 
law enacted at the extra session of con- 
gress In 1897, known as the Dingley act, 
passed in obedience to the will of the 
people expressed at the election in the 
preceding November, a law which at 
once stimulates our industries, opened 
the idle factories and mines and gave 
to the laborer and to the farmers fair re- 
turns for their toil and investment. 
Shall we go back to a tariff which brings 
deficiency in our revenues and destruc- 
tion to our industrial enterprises? 


Discharge ol International Duties. 


Faithful to its pledges in these internal 


affairs, how has the government dis- 
charged its international duties? 
Our platform of 1896 declared "the Ha- 
waiian islands should be controlled by 
the United States and no foreign power 
should be permitted to interfere with 
them." This purpose has been fully ac- 
complished by annexation. In the great 
conference of nations at The Hague we 
reaffirmed before the world the Monroe 
doctrine and our adherence to it and our 
determination not to participate In the 
complications of Europe. 
We have 
happily ended the European alliance in 
Samoa, securing to ourselves one of the 
most valuable harbors in the Pacific 
ocean, while the open door in China gives 
to us fair and equal competition in the 
vast trade of the Orient. 
Some things have happened which were 


not promised nor even foreseen and our 
purposes in relation to them must not 
be left in doubt. A just war has been 
waged for humanity and with it have 
come new problems and responsibili- 
ties. Spain has been ejected from the 
western hemisphere and our flag floats 
over her former territory. Cuba has 
been liberated and our guarantees to her 
people will be sacredly executed. 
A 
beneficent government has been pro- 
vided for Porto Rico. The Philippine! 
are ours and American authority must 
be supreme throughout the archipelago. 
There will be amnesty broad and liberal 
but no abatement of our rights, no 
abandonment of our duty. 
There must be no scuttle policy. Wo 


will fulfil hi the Philippines the obliga- 
tions imposed by the triumphs of our 
arms and by the treaty of peace; by In- 
ternational law, by the nation's seuge of 
honor, and, more than all, by the rights, 
Interests and conditions of the Philip- 
pine peopla themselves. No outside in- 
terference blocks the way to peace and 
a stable government. The obstruction- 
ists are here, not elsewhere. They way 
postpone, but they cannot defeat th« 
realization of the'hlsh purpose of this 
nation to restore order to the islands and 
to establish a just and generous gorern- 
ment, in which the Inhabitants shall 
have the largest participation for which 
they are capable. The organized forces 
which have been misled into rebellion 
have been dispersed by our faithful 
•soldiers and sailors, and the people of the 
islands, delivered from anarchy, pillnge 
and oppression, recognize American 
sovereignty as the symbol and pledge of 
peace, justice, law, reilglous freedom, 
education, the security,of life and prop- 
erty and the welfare and prosperity of 
their several communities, 


"Yoke of Imperialism" Removed. 


We reassert the early principle of the 
Bepublican party, sustained by un- 
broken judicial precedents, that the 
representatives Of the people In congress 
assembled have full legislative power 
over territory belonging to the Unlttd 
States subject to the fundamental safe- 
guards of liberty, Justice and personal 
rights, and are vested with ample au- 


thority to act "tor the highest Interests 
of our nation and the people entrusted to 
its care." This tloi-ti ine, first proclaimed 
In the cause of freedom, will never be 
used as a weapon for oppression. I am 
glad to be assured by you that what we 
have done in the far east has the ap- 
proval of the country. 
The sudden and terrible crisis in China 
calls for the gravest consideration, and 
you will not expert from me now any 
further expression 'hau to say that my 
best efforts shall be given to the im- 
mediate purpose of protecting the lives 
of our citizens who are in peril, with the 
ultimate object of the peace and welfare 
of China, the safeguarding of all our 
treaty rights and the maintenance of 
those principles of impartial intercourse 
to which the civilized world, is pledged. 
I cannot conclude without congiatu- 
Jating my countrymen upon the strong 
national sentiment which finds expres- 
sion in every part of our common coun- 
try and the increased respect with which 
the American name is greeted through- 
out the world. We have been moving 
In untried paths, but our steps have been 
guided by honor and duty. Thei« will 
be no turning- aside, no wavering, no re- 
treat. No blow has been struck except 
for liberty and humanity, and none Mil 
be. We will perform without fear every 
national and international obligation. 
The Repubhcan party was dedicated to 
freedom 44 years ago. It has been the 
party of liberty and emancipation from 
that hour; not of profession, but of per- 
formance. It broke the shackles of 
4,000,000 slaves and made them free, and 
to the party of Lincoln has come another 
supreme opportunity which it has brave- 
ly met in the liberation of 10,000,000 of the 
human family from the yoke of im- 
perialism. In Its solution of great prob- 
lems, In Its performance of high duties. 
It has had the support of members of all 
parties in the past, and confidently in- 
vokes their co-o.peration in the future. 


More Oratory. 


While the speech of the president 


closed the formal notification the.re had 
not been oratory enough for the gather- 
ing and other speakers w'ere called for. 
Senator Fairbanks of Indiana, Senator 
Hanna, Postmaster General Smith, Col- 
onel Parker of Hawaii and Senator 
Jjod'ge were heard—the last named 
speaking twice. 


Senator Fairbanks evidently intended 


to make the money question the dom- 
inant issue of the campaign, denying 
that with 16 to 1 In their platform the 
Democrats could make "imperialism" 
the leading issue. Senator Hanna ab- 
jured Republican voters to remember 
the importance of their campaign. Post- 
master General Smith warned his hear- 
ers that Democratic success would dis- 
arrangs the business interests of the 
country. In his second speech, Senator 
Lodge resented the criticism of President 
McKinley fc>y his opponents and pointed 
out the difficulty Bryan would have in 
selecting a cabinet from the men prom- 
inent in the conventions at Kansas City 
and Sioux Falls. 


Roosevelt Receives Notification. 


Oyster Bay, L. I., July 13.—On the 


breeze-swept veranda of Sag-amore, his 
country home, Governor Roosevelt was 
officially notified of his nomination for 
vice president on the Republican na- 
tional ticket. The ceremony was so 
Bimple as to be almost informal. Sur- 
rounded by the members of the commit- 
tee on notification, a little party of in- 
vited guests, and his family, Governor1 
Roosevelt listened to the address of 
notification by Senator Wolcott of Colo- 
rado, chairman of the committee. There 
was no attempt at ceremony. The pa^ty 
simply ranged themselves about tha 
wide verand&s, and Senator Wolcott, 
Ipracticlly without preliminaries of any 
iklnd, delivered a shof-r address. To this 
the governor responded briefly in sup- 
port of Republican principles, and then 
luncheon was served.

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ROBBING GOLD SHIPS 


A DIFFICULT TASK OFTEN SUCCESS- 


FULLY ACCOMPLISHED. 


Aurtraltan CktMt the Pavortto Field 


For These Daring Feats of Burglary. 
Some of the More Notable Thefta That 
Have Tah^ Place. 


Several times in each year Australian 


Bewspapera announce the departure to 
England or San Fraucisoo of vessels 
carrying hundreds of thousands of 
pounds value in gold. In 1890 the three 
colonies of Queensland, New South 
Wales and Victoria sent away over $40,- 
000,000. 


It is not a matter of surprise that 


ench announcements excite the cupidity 
of a section of the cotumnitity . or that 
from time to time attempts uro made to 
surreptitiously lay hands on some por- 
tion of the seductive treasure. 


Robbing a ship's safe on the Austra- 


lian coast is now conducted with the 
eame silent and thoughtful deliberation 
as is the solving of a difficult chess 
E 


blem. The first thing the rifler seta 


heart upon is how to get the key. 


The theory, and indeed the general prac- 
tice, is that the captain checks the boxes 
as they are stored in the bullion room, 
looks the door when the transaction is 
complete, and, sleeping or waking, car- 
ries the key in u leather pouch around 
his nook till he unlocks the door at the 
end of the voyage. 


But theory and practice are often set 


aside. In the Tararna caso, at Mel- 
fcourne, in 1880, when ?2^ 000 worth 
of gold bars were stolen, t 
police dis- 


covered that two keys, eit . of which 
opened the bullion room, used to hang 
against the wall in the public bar. It 
was also discovered that one of these 
keys mysteriously disappeared 12 months 
before the robbery and that no serious 
investigation was then made into the 
loss, nor was any alteration made in 
the lock of the bullion room. 


This Tararua was running between 


New Zealand and Australia and had 
shipped boxes of gold at various ports. 
Altogether she was supposed to carry 
11 boxes. On arriving at Melbourne it 
was found that one of these boxes was 
missing. Examination showed that some 
one had simply opened the door with a 
.key, extracted the bos and locked the 
door again. 


The robbery from the Iberia, which 


left Melbourne for London in March, 
1889, is supposed to have been also ef- 
fected by means of a key surreptitiously 
procured. In that case the robbery was 
not discovered till the arrival of the 
vessel in London. 


The robbery from the China develop- 


ed in a remarkable way. Here the Ori- 
ental bank in Sydney placed the gold on 
board a coast steamer called the Avoca. 
At Melbourne the gold was transship- 
ped to the China. The China touched 
at Adelaide and other ports, but it was 
only at Galle the discovery of the rob- 
'bery was made. Detectives operated on 
all the ports sinwltaneously, bat no- 
where could a clew be found. 
The 


amount missing was the usual $30,000. 
. In 1878 a man named Weibeig, who 
bad been a carpenter on the China, took 
np a selection in the interior of Victo- 
jia. Before settling down he married a 
Melbourne barmaid and appears to have 
confided to her some shady particulars 
of bis past history. The Samson and 
.Delilah story was in part repeated, and 
the public laid themselves out to watch 
Weiberg. The tipshot was the arrest of 
the man as the safe rifler of the China. 


One thousand sovereigns were found 


in a tin of fat stored away by him in 
Melbourne. In his hut was discovered 
a wooden plane stuffed with gold. The 
•wood was hollowed out and the gold 
-dropped in. In the hut was also discov- 
ered a bar of soap containing 200 sover- 
eigns. 


He told the detectives that he had 


1,800 sovereigns concealed on his selec- 
tion and offered it they accompanied 
'him to point out where the booty lay. 
As may be surmised, he fooled the po- 
lice into a wild, thick timbered region, 
took them suddenly off guard and made 
bis escape. He was recaptured, howev- 
er, BOIES months later. 


The mystery of the Iberia was cleared 


up in a still more singular manner. One 
day two boys ploying at Williamstowu 
saw a mouse ran into a hole under the 
platform of the railway pier. One of 
the boys started to dig the mouse out 
with a stick and to his surprise un- 
earthed a ma:s of sovereigns. The po- 
lice were informed, and before the day 
was out 3,742 sovereigns were recovered. 


The recovery of the Aredale gold was 


more satisfactory as far as amount is 
concerned. For nearly two years the 
jolice labored in vain. The mystery 
might'-never have been cleared np but 
for an accident. A wharf lumper fish- 
ing at Nelson pier, where the Aredale 
had been bathed, booked on to some- 
thing which excited his cariosity. Ob- 
'teining assistance, the lamper succeed- 
ed in bringing to the surface the miss- 
ting box, with its treasure intact. The 
•robber had evidently sunk the box, in- 
tending to return for it when opportu- 
nity offered.—Chambers' Journal.

At the 
word of command "Man the yards'" 
there was an amount of acrobatic scur- 
rying on the main decks of the old ships 
that was calculated to make the ship 
visitor hold his breath, the thing look- 
ed BO dangerous. The men forward in 
bluejacket uniform would fairly leap 
up tbe rope ladders, and almost by tbe 
time the echoes of the command had 
died away every yard on each mast 
would support scores of men and boys, 
ell standing erect, most of them only 
held up by the crossed arms of the men 
beside them. Tbis representation of a 
cross was held by all of the men, and 
It was their business to stand thus with 
absolute statuesqueness. Then the com- 
mand "Cheer ship!" would be bawled 
out on deck by the chief bos'n's mate, 
and there would be a yell from cathead 
to mizzen that couldn't help but warm 
the blood of everybody within hearing 
of it. When tbe men manned the yards 
with all sail except topsails and stnnsails 
set, such a picture was really beautiful, 
the men's uniforms of bine standing out 
in sappbirelike contrast to the cameo 
whiteness of tbe shrouds. This was a 
ceremony on all formal ocoasions, snob 
as the visit aboard the old ships of dis- 
tinguished men. And "Man the yards I" 
and "Cheer ship I" were commands al- 
ways given when one of the old clippers 
of the United States navy was either de- 
parting for or arriving from a' foreign 
station,—Washington Star.

LEY AND HIS PALS. 


A. ThrUlinr Incident of Ufe* In the City 


of PitUbuig Early la the Present Cen- 


i tury, Belated by a Woman—Presence of 


Blind Alone Saved Her. 


The following incident, which., at the 


<me, caused much talk, and is still 
told by tho children of old settlers who 
hoard it from their parents, has never, 
to my knowledge, appeared in print, 
and the only object in tolling it now is 
that 80 many people are interested in 
anything of an historical nature pertain- 
ing to the days of our grandfathers. 


My ancestors were among the first 


settlers of western Pennsylvania, my 
grandfather being one of the garrison of 
old Fort Pitt, dying there during the 
Revolutionary war. The incident refer- 
red to was told mo by my mother, who 
was attending a school in Pittsburgf at 
the time, and my grandmother Onlber- 
son, who was a resident of the city for 
many years and who died there- in 1864 
at the ago of 89 years. 


About tho first of this century a man 


named Negley built a house five miles 
east of Pittsburg on a road running east 
and west, midway between tha Alle- 
ghany and Monongahela rivers. It was 
a tavern and farmhouse combined. 
Teamsters, drovers and travelers stopped 
on thoir way to and from the city to get 
a meal or stay overnight. 


These waysido inns were numerous in 


early days, and are still found in many 
parts of the country. They are generally 
pleasant places to stop at After Iregley 
had occupied hit tavern a number of 
years the place -was named Negleyville, 
afterward Rising Sun and later East 
Liberty. 


Negley was as bloodthirsty a villain 


as could have been found on the fron- 
tier and had associated with bim a 
number of men as bad as himself, who 
made his tavern their headquarters, and 
whose business was to rob and murder 
nnf ortunato travelers who might stop 
there. The undoing of these men was 
brought about in this way: 


A poor woman with her two small 


children started afoot from some point 
east of Liberty to walk to Pittsburg. In 
the evening she reached Negley's tav- 
ern, and as her children were too tired, 
to go farther she put up for the night. 
Soon after entering the house she began 
to feel uneasy, as there was something 
mysterious about the actions of the in- 
mates. Before she retired to rest a trav- 
eler rode np and dismounted, and after 
seeing his horse cared for entered the 


! house. He seemed to be a drover refrurn- 


I ing from the city after disposing of 


' some cattle. 
i 
Concealing her alarm, she followed 


the landlady, a coarse, brawny woman, 
to a room up stairs, whose door was 
without fastenings and which contained 
only a bed and stool. Retiring with her 
children, she was unable to sleep. An 
hour or BO later she heard the traveler 
being escorted to an ad joining room and 
heard bim complain that his door could 
not be secured, and the landlord assured 
him that he was as safe as he would be 
in his own house, an assertion the trav- 
eler evidently believed, as his heavy 
breathing soon tcld that he was asleep. 


Near midnight the woman, who was 


1 still awake, heard stealthy steps pass 
hei dopr and serijal persons enter the 
adjoining room. In a few minutes there 


I was a heavy blow, followed by a low 
cry and then a short struggle, A little 
after the murderers came into her room, 
but seeing that she seemed to be asleep 
left her, and she heard them carry the 
dead man through the hall and down 
Stairs. 


In the morning they were very po- 


lite, inquiring how she rested, etc., 
stating that the drover had got np early 
and gone on. 


After breakfast she and the children 


started for the city, but were soon met 
by a man coming from there, who stop- 
ped her, inquiring who she was and 
where sbe was going, where she had 
staid the night before, eta Believing 
him to bo one of the band, she answered 
truthfully, but told him that, ihe people 
at the tavern were very nice people and 
had treated her very well He passed 
on, but she met another coming from 
the city who made the same inquiries, 
and still another; hut she told the same 
story, and they, believing that she knew 
nothing, let her go. 


On her arrival at Pittsburg she in- 


formed the authorities and the place 
was broken up, but whether any of them 
were brought to justice I am unable to 
say.—Sarah P. Farmer in Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

MUST WATCH TROLLEY CARS 


New Rule for Gatemen in This City on 


B. and M. 


A number of changes have been, made 


at the railroad crossing on State street 
within the past week, as a result of 
the change of railroads. Among other 
thing's the flagman's shanty hag been 
moved from the east to the west side 
of the street. 


New rules have also been Issued to 


the flagmen and gate tenders at State 
street, Braytonville and Williamstown, 
since the Boston and Maine secured the 
control of the road.

Coroner Johnson of Troy has returned 


the following verdict in the case of 
Dennis Foley, brother of .Tames Foley 
of Adams, who it was? believed had been 
struck by a motor car on the SUHwater 
and Mechanicville railroad early last 
Friday morning: 


That the said Dennis Foley came to 


his death at about 4 o'clock and thirty 
minutes on the morning of July 6, 1900 
in the town of Stillwater, Saratoga 
county, iN. Y.; that such death was pro- 
duced oy shock and 
hemmorrhage, 


from violence and concussion of the 
brain, sustained by the deceased at the 
town ana county afores-aid, between 12 
o'clock and thirty minutes and 1 o'clock 
and thirty minutes, on the morning of 
aaid day, and assuming that the testi- 
mony taken is true, which seems im- 
probable, as to some parts of it, that 
the cause of such violent concussion is 
unknown." 


Flattering; Account of the Country'* 


Resource* Given by a Merchant. 
"The goldfields of Nicaragua are Just 


as rich as those of the Klondike, and 
when more is known of the riches of 
the Central American country the rush 
to the Nicaragua goldfields will be aa 
great as it ever was to California or 
the Black Hills." This Is the state- 
ment made by Charles Lobner of Cape 
Gracias, Nicaragua, recently at the 
Leland in Chicago. 


With a gold nugget weighing 6% 


ounces and worth in the neighborhood 
of $120 in his pocket, Mr. Lobner came 
to Chicago to look after machinery for 
some mine owners of that country. He 
is an American, has lived in Nica- 
ragua for ten years and is enthusiastic 
over the climate and the possibilities of 
the country. In speaking of the pros- 
pects Mr. Lobner said to a representa- 
tive of the New York Journal that 
with the building of the Nicaragua 
canal an era of prosperity unprece- 
dented in the history of the country 
would set in. The Nicaraguans, both 
in private and hi official life, are 
anxious for the construction by the 
United States of the interoceanic wa- 
terway, and the foreigners will wel- 
come the day when the first shovel of 
earth is turned in the commencement 
of the work. 


"With the construction and opera- 


tion of the canal by the United States," 
said Mr. Lobner, "will come an era of 
peace and good times that the country 


' has never hitherto enjoyed. Political 


differences and devastating rebellions 
and Central American wars would be 
done away with to a great extent by 
reason of the United States' Influence." 


Contrary to the general belief, Mr. 


Lobner asserts that Nicaragua is one 
of the most healthful countries on the 
globe. Fevers practically are unknown, 
and malaria Is the only ailment that is 
at all prevalent.

congregate on a certain sand spit in the 
mouth of the river, and it is proposed 
that dynamite mines be sunk in the 
sand and connected with the mainland 
by .wires. 
When the animals are 


ashore, the mines will be exploded. 
Similar plans are laid for the destruc- 
tion of the sea lions, which do not 
gather with the seals.

Decrease in Crime In This State Seems 


at End 


The returns 
from 
Massachusetts 


prisons of the population on the first of 
July show an increase compared with 
the same date in 1899. Last year, on 
the firs*; of Juiy, the population was 
6421; 
this year it is 6546, an increase of 


125. 


The increase is not uniform. The 


state prison gained three, the Mas- 
sachusetts reformatory fifty-two, and 
the state farm 162. 


The county jails of Berkshire, Frank- 


lin, 
Hampden, Hampshire, Middlesex 


and Worcester show an increase in 
prison population. There has been a 
slight decrease 
in 
Barnstable 
and 


Bristol, and a larger one in Essex. 


Comparing 
the 
prison 
population 


July 1 with that of April 1, .there is 
found to be an increase of nearly 200. 
This increase in the second quarter of 
the year is not out of the 
ordinary 


course. 
With but few exceptions the 


prison population Increases somewhat 
between April and July. 


The indications are that the great de- 


crease in crime in Massachusetts, 
which began in the summer of 1898, is 
at an end, and that the tide had turned 
in the other direction slightly.

Like All Chinese Oltlea, It !• Sur- 


rounded by Mile* of Encircling 
Wiills—Hallway Service !• Wretch- 


ed—It* Importance to tne Commerce 
of Northern China—Chlne»e Labor. 


Tien-tsin, which has been the scene of 


desperate lighting and hideous mas- 
sacre, Is the commercial capital of 
northern China, the port of Peking, and 
the great exchange and mart of Mon- 
golia and Tartary proper, says the Lon- 
don Telegraph. Situate on the flat, 
alluvial plain that runs up from the 
mud banks of the coast to the foot- 
hills of the Mongolian plateau, there la 
nothing in the site or plan of the native 
city to distinguish it from any other 
collection of squat, tile roofed, ram- 
shackle buildings, Intersected 
-with 


filth laden ditches, to be seen, with 
Blight variations of soil and climate, 
from one ond of China to the other. 
The ferocity and turbulence of the 
Tien-tsin mob have been notorious since 
the lamentable massacre of 1870, which 
began Avlth the murder of the French 
consul and his wife and culminated la 
unspeakable outrages upon the wretch- 
ed sisters of the religious orders. Un- 
fortunately, those were the days of im- 
perial forgetfulness, and but little waa 
done to bring the responsible authors 
and abettors of the crime to account. 
It was about the time when the for- 
eign office is said to have remonstrated 
with our minister in China because no 
dispatch had been received for six 
months on any single subject. "Write 
anything you like, but write some- 
thing," was the direction given. 


A waterside population in China, as 


elsewhere, embraces the roughest class- 
es of the community, and the character 
of the people is not improved by the 
presence of the great army of yamen 
runners and parasites, the small fry of 
the official world, who hang on to the 
vice regal yamen of Chi-li, of which 
Tien-tsin Is the seat of government 
The city is said, according to the rough 
tests of calculation which serve for the 
Chinese census, to contain over a mil- 
lion inhabitants. 
Packed and com- 


pressed into the stone boxes that serve 
for houses, it is Impossible for a 
stranger to make any estimate of the 
number of those who dwell In them, 
but as one passes through the foul and 
narrow streets and sMmy alleys they 
seem literally, to swarm and fester 
with coolies, beggars and parti colored 
soldiers. Like all other Chinese cities, 
Tien-tsin has miles of encircling walls, 
with the inevitable four gates and the 
regular succession of tower and bas- 
tions. Strongly built of mud, with a 
facing of graystone, these walls may 
have served their purpose against bows 
and arrows in the days of chronic re- 
bellion and civil tumult, but they will 
prove useless to resiat the smallest gun 
of a modern armament. 


The railway to Peking, although con- 


structed according to English plans and 
under English direction, belongs to the 
Chinese, and is miserably managed, so 
far as its finance goes, by Chinese offi- 
cials of the normal type, corrupt, wrong 
beaded and full of self Importance. In 
the trains which run to Peking, the only 
carriage decently sweet or clean is that 
»f the imperial maritime customs, in 
which Europeans are usually allowed 
to travel. The railway station at Tien- 
tsin ia not in the European settlement, 
but lies on the farther side of the great 
wooden pontoon bridge which sepa- 
rates it from the native quarters. 


In -the attack made by the Boxers the 


other day on the Russian force it seems 
that the river formed the dividing line 
between the two, and it must have 
been in the attempt to cross the bridge 
that the Chinese marauders lost so 
heavily. 
The European settlement IB 


second to none in China in the breadth 
and cleanliness of its streets and in the 
solidity and comfort of its houses. Like 
all the other "bunds," It is an Impe- 
rlum In Imperlo, With its own munlcl- 
E 


al arrangements and Its own police. 
Q no part of the empire ia local gov- 
ernment better understood or adminis- 
tered than hi these so called conces- 
sions of Chinese territory. 
Bach has 


its own city council, with officers and 
staff regularly appointed and ade- 
quately paid on the exact model of an 
English municipal borough of the first 
class. In fact, a town clerk of Bir- 
mingham would- find himself perfectly 
at home in the town hall of faraway 
European China. The severity of the 
climate, which cuts off Tien-tsin from 
the sea for four months of the year, 
has made the merchants put heavier 
weight of stone into the construction 
of their houses here than farther south, 
and the general .appearance resembles 
nothing so much as • • r-'portant 
Scotch town, even in tl. 
uuructer of 


its architecture, which the great Scotch 
firms who farm out the far east have 
brought with thego from their nntivp 
land. The police force is ccr^nsod of 
JBikhs and Patbans-the "black devils," 
the Chinese call them—who look funny 
enough in the thick blue clothing and 
white woolen gloves of a London "bob- 
by," but do their work to perfection. 
It will be a shocking catastrophe In 
the east, quite apart from the horrid 
probability of massacre and outrage, 
If the Boxers or their protectors, tb* 
Chinese soWiery, are able to lay their 
bands on this admirable oasis of west- 
ern civilization, which strikes the eye 
so curiously in the midst of the deca- 
dent corruption of theMantcboos. Tien- 
tsin trades in all the products of the 
northern provinces and of Mongolia, 
and a prominent feature in the streets 
of the Chinese city Is the fur and skin 
shop, which supplies the natives with 
every sort of coat, from costly sable, 
sewed and put together from a hun- 
dred scraps and pieces, to the humble 
sheepskin for cooly wear. 


The Tartar travels with his family 


and his followers. Wives riding strad- 
dle legged and children In baskets are 
mounted on camel back, and only the 
actual lea<Jers walk afoot, with the 
long string of their charges following 
Jn -single file, tied together In line. 
Warmly clad in heavy wadded under- 
clothes, topped by enormous sheep- 
skins, their heads covered with long 
earcn fur caps, In addition to which 
they nut on fur ear. bags, and on their 


legs ""Along"1 sticks"—MiY Is, soft, high 
boots of sheepskin, uuder felt over- 
shoes, thickly studded with iron nails 
—these people look to the life the Tar- 
tar of the children's book of types. 
Beyond Kalgau the plateau rises to an 
elevation of 4,000 feet, and the ley 
blast that sweeps across it cuts into 
the skin and pierces through the stout- 
est cloth. The Tartar differs consider- 
ably from the Chinaman, or even from 
his kinsman, the Mautcboo. In the ruddy 
yellow of his face and the pleasant 
frankness of his glance. He seems to 
favor bright colors, and on the top of 
his fur hood he often sticks the gold 
buttoned cap of Chinese official rank, 
while his women's jackets are of yel- 
low and scarlet, as well as of Chinese 
blue. 


Mongolia is the great stud farm of 


the empire, and droves of ponies are 
thence brought down to Tien-tsin and 
the northern ports, to be shipped to the 
settlements of the south or sold for 
commercial purposes to the Chinese 
merchant Just outside the north gate 
of Peking is a large market where 
these ponies—griffins they are called— 
are sold by auction as they come to 
hand from their Tartar breeders. In 
shape and make they ore not attract- 
ive to the western eye, and they look 
as they are, coarse and underbred. 
Their heads, in particular, are square 
and clumsy, but they have great quali- 
ties of sturdjpeas and hard condition, 
and It is found in practice that their 
legs will stand any amount of rattling 
over the hard ground and stony roads. 


It Is almost needless to say that they 


are wonderfully sure of foot and clever 
In avoiding the holes and drops of a 
"trappy" country. 
In and near the 


capital 20 or 30 taels go a long way 
toward buying the best that are 
brought to the hammer, and their keep 
does not come to more than about five 
China dollars & month. All they have 
for food Is chopped straw and millet 
with plenty of hot water, making up a 
sort of gruel, which they eat at odd 
times by night and day. Their natural 
pace, agreeable to the Chinese taste, is 
a slow Jog trot, but under European 
hands they soon learn to gallop at a re- 
spectable rate. Unluckily, the break- 
ing is of the roughest; their mouths 
are as hard as iron, and, accustomed 
to be tight held by the head, the reins 
must be taken short to make them go, 
at all. .Moreover, when owned by 
Chinamen, they are ill kempt and 
scraggy, almost mangy, in their coats. 
Nothing is done to improve the stamp, 
and, unlike,the native pgjnces of India, 
the high officials do nothing to help the 
farmers and carriers by introducing 
better strains of blood. 


Labor in China varies in its efficiency 


according to place, and, curiously un- 
like Europe, seems to vary inversely 
with tfie temperatures of the climate. 
At Tiett-tsta aod the northern ports it 
takes much longer to load and unload 
a cargo than at the ports of the Yang- 
tse, and the husbandry of the soil 
shows lees care ia the northern prov- 
inces than it does lower down. In fact, 
the northerners seem inclined to hiber- 
nate and aflow the rigor of the winter 
to unman them instead of spurring 
them to activity. Still, after watching 
gangs of coolies working in many 
places, It may safely be asserted that 
the average zest and genuineness of 
their labor are -superior to those of any 
nation, with, perhaps, the exception of 
our own. 


From this it does not follow that the 


Chinaman, like the London "docker," 
does not know how to play "ca1 canny" 
when he chooses. I had the experience 
of being aboard one of the: last of the 
China merchants' steamships to leave 
Tongku before the Pei-Ho was closed 
by ice to water traffic, and the coolies 
employed happened to be In receipt of 
monthly wages'. It was neither their 
object nor their desire to shut down 
for the winter too quickly, so they re- 
solved to take full time and something 
more in getting the cargo aboard both 
from the wharf and at Tcngku and out- 
side the Tabu bar from lighters. 


It chanced that this cargo mainly 


consisted of peanuts for Canton, pack- 
ed In matted bags of the roughest 
make. Each bag was passed to the 
comprador's olerk, who stuck a tally 
into the sack, and it was then hooked 
on by, a row of coolies into the ship'a 
hold. Not only was it possible to make 
all this a very slow process, but the 
very lingering could be turned to a 
practical! purpose. The hook, if Judi- 
ciously Inserted, caused a constant 
stream of peanuts to fall out, and 
these were Instantly stored in handker- 
chiefs and taken as "perks" by tha 
hungry workmen. It may be imagined 
how easily 24 hours were consumed la 
this pleasant pastime. 
When, how- 


ever, It is & question of piecework, 
either directly or indirectly through 
the labor contractor or gang master, 
who plays so large a part in the In- 
dustrial organization of the Celestial 
empire, the hours are miraculously 
shortened, and the ships seldom ex- 
haust the given time In port before 
they are ready to go to sea or up river, 
as the case may be. 


FOOLED BY A TELESCOPE. 


How a Force of Boxers "Were Held 111 


Check For Several Days. 


A telescope mounted on a swivel on 


the wall of the compound of the Ameri- 
can mission at Tungcho'w held a force 
of Boxers in check for several days, ac- 
cording to The North China Herald of 
June 6, a copy of which recently reach- 
ed New York. 


The fanatics thought the telescope 


was a Maxim gun of high power and 
feared to attack the compound, In 
which were 9 men and 25 women and 
children. To the fear caused by the 
telescope those in the compound owed 
their lives, as they were poorly armed 
and hi no condition to resist an attack. 
The only weapons hi the compound 
were one rifle, two shotguns and a few 
revolvers. 


A report was also circulated among 


the Boxers and believed by them that 
the missionaries had dug a great bole 
about the compound and filled it with' 
highly explosive chemicals. This and 
the bogus Maxim gun caused the fa- 
natics to beat a retreat. 


TESTING AN ELECTRIC LOG. 


Navy Trying a New Contrivance to 


Register Distance Traveled. 


The torpedo boat Porter has conclud- 


ed some tests with the McGray electric 
log held at Newport, at the order of 
Secretary Long, says the New York 
Bun. 
The board conducting the tests 


consisted 
of Lieutenant Bronough, 


Lieutenant Glllis and Ensign Hal- 
llghan. The log is an ordinary rotator, 
on whose shaft a carriage travels back 
and forth, completing an electric cir- 
cuit at every twentieth of a knot and 
registering on a dial placed on board 
ship. 


A battery of twelve dry cells will run 


the log 15,000 miles. At ordinary speed 
150 feet of cable are required, and at 
24 knots 250 feet of cable are used. 
The Porter was run from 10 to 24 knot 
speed the other day, and the log 
worked perfectly. One of the logs is 
now on board the flagship New York. 


A Copper Lined Cavern. 


While crosscuttlng on the Atlantic 


cable mine the workmen encountered 
the entrance to a large cavern, and aft- 
er the smoke of the blasts bad cleared 
away entrance was made to the sub- 
terranean find. It consists of a large 
circular apartment in which SO or 40 
men could comfortably stand. 
The 


walls are covered with oxidized copper, 
and by the twinkling lights of the min- 
ers' candles the effect is most striking- 
ly beautiful, many strange figures and 
forms having been left for ages only 
to be found at this time in a most un- 
expected manner, says the Denver Re- 
publican. It IB thought that the cav- 
ern extends much farther on under 
Silver creek, and Its continued explo- 
ration Is awaited with much curiosity 
and speculation.

A New Photographic Developer.

According to the report of the 
Imperial College of Vienna, It is supe- 
rior to hydroqulnone as a developing 
agent and gives lees fog. The image 
developed in adurol appears In five to 
ten seconds as compared to 40 seconds 
with hydroquinone. The development 
Is completed In four to five minutes as 
against six to seven minutes with the 
latter. The finished image is also some- 
what softer in tone. Professor Vogel, 
the late eminent photographic author- 
ity of Berlin, and Professor Bothamley 
of London are of the same opinion and 
prefer the new developer to hydroqul- 
none.

ment This Morning 


Evidence of Prosecution Not Enough to Hold 


Them. Will Be Finally Discharged 


From Oustody Tomorrow

j Alexander Grant and David Kins will 


be free tomorrow morning. They will 
be discharged from custody in the dis- 
trict court o" this city, when the 
charges of murder now ag-ainst them 
will be brought up. No evidence \\ ill 
be introduced, and there will be nothing 
on which to hold the men. 


The grand jujjy which reported in 


Pittsfield this morning- found no in- 
dictment against them, after hearing 
the evidence of nearly 60 witnesses, oc- 
cupying1 two days and the two men. are 
now practically free, being In merely 
nominal custody, to meet the require- 
ments of the law, as their cases are 
not yet disposed of in the local court 


When the jury failed to report an in- 


dictment, there was a consultation of 
the lawyers for the defense with the 
district attorney, and it was agreed, 
with the consent of the latter, that the 
local court, in which the cases are con- 
tinued till next Tuesday, should take 
up the cases tomorrow. The continu- 
ance to July 17 was simply to allow the 
cases to go to the grand jury without a 


i hearing, and it would be great injus- 


tice to the men to keep them in custody 
til] that time. 


The Public Announcement 


The grand Jury made its report this 


morning at 10 o'clock. A report either 
of an indictment or no indictment, was 
made in all other cases, but in the 
Grant and King case there was no re- 
port whatever. This %vas because the 
case had never been presented to the 
grand jury from a lower court. Simply 
taking no action was all that was 
necessary. 


It had become known last evening in 


this city that this was the decision of 
the grand jury, so that there was no 
surprise this morning1 at the outcome. 


When the news was first made public, 


however, there was considerable sur- 
prise i'n this city at the faileure to •se- 
cure an indictment. Many who were 
confident of the innocence of the men 
had expected an indictment, in view ot 
the fact that so high an official as the 
attorney general had considered the 
evidence sufficient to warrant the bring 
ing of the case. 


It had been supposed that while the 


case was entirely circumstantial, it 


1 would'prove strong1 enough to -warrant 


_t ti ia], although few had believed that 
v .*: ^ut new evidence there would ever 
!-j . ;.- outcome except the final dis- 
ci.u!",;- >.: the men. 


There v,rs great rejoicing among the 


friends of the two men, and plans were 
at once begun for their reception home. 
It was believed by some that the men 
would be brought back last evening, 
the fact that the c-aso was not then dis- 
posed of being for^jtten, and quite a 
number of the fd:r,ds of t'.ie men went 
to meet the !m train at tha station, 
and were disappointed at the failure of 
the men to arrive. 
; 


Tne Men Notified 


Grant and King were notified of the 


favorable action as soon as it was of- 
ficially known, and were greatly pleas- 
ed at what was to them the best news 
in the world. They took it calmly, 
however, much in the manner that they 
took the arrest in this city. Both men 
have maintained the same attitude to- 
ward their arrest throughout, asserting 
their innocence and their perfect con- 
fidence that they 
would ultimately 


have their innocence proven. It has 
been for them a hard experience, but 
they have earned themselves through 
it all in a way that won them public 
sympathy, and now that it is over, 
they express- simply pleasure that they 
have been freed forever from suspicion, 


Believe Officer* Wd Right 


The men were of course allowed to 


meet reporters this morning, for the 
first time since they were arrested, and 
both talked freely. 


Grant said that he bore nlo ill will 


toward the officers who ha<l caused his 
arrest, and that he was satisfied now 
that his entire innocence was shown. 
He thought the officers had done risht 
in causing the arrest of any men to- 
ward whom suspicion might point. It 
was their duty to follow the case to 
the end, and if the evidence pointed 
toward him, they were right in having 
him arrested that they might be ab- 
solutely certain, of the truth.

District Attorney Gardner this morn-

taking of the case to the grand jury. 
The case> had be-en a peculiar one, he 
said, especially for the number of clues, 
all leading1 in different directions. Each 
clue had been followed out as far as 
possible, and he felt sure that all had 
been done that could be to solve the 
great mystery. 


Case Now Practically Ended 


It is believed that with the close of 


the cases against Grant and King to- 
morrow, the attempts to solve the myg 
tery of the murder of Henry Reed and 
his sister Blanche will be ended. Dis- 
trict Attorney Gardner said in speak- 
ing of the case that nothing had been 
done that would prevent further action 
in the matter, but in view of the fact 
that this clue has been the one accept- 
ed by the officials- in all the work that 
has been done of late, the general opin- 
ion is that from this time on the Reed 
murders1 will be allowed to remain for- 
ever the great mystery of northern 
Berkshire. 


To Keleane the men Quickly 


Grant and King were arrested Sat- 


urday afternoon, June 23, and tomor- 
row will have been in confinement for 
a crime of which they axe now de- 
clared innocent, just three weeks. 


The case was first continued till July 


6, and that time, the decision to take it 
directly to the grand jury having- been 
re_::-hed, a further continuance till July 
17 was secured. This was simply in 
order to allow the matter to go to the 
grand jury, with the understanding 
that if an indictment was secured, the 
case would be nol pressed at this con- 
tinued date. 


The technicality of law would require 


that the men be kept 'imprisoned till 
after their case was1 finally disposed 
of, but as the disposition is now a 
mere formality, a conference was held 
in Pittsfield this morning between 
Lawyers Hibbard and Niles and Dis- 
trict Attorney Gardner. The latter 
agreed to have the case advanced to 
tomorrow morning, so that the men 
were brought to this city this after- 
noon and will appear in court in the 
morning. 


As the case now stands, it will not be 


nol prosscd, but no evidence will be 
presented by the commonwealth, and 
the men will be discharged for lack of 
evidence. 


VETO OF STATE PAUPER BILL 


Cities 
and Towns Must be Content 


with 55 a WeK 


Governor Crane yesterday vetoed the 


bill providing for an increase of the 
sum paid by the state to cities- and 
towns for the care of paupers-. The 
veto follows: 


I return herewith without my ap- 


proval an act entitled "An act relative 
to the support of state poor by cities 
and towns," with my objections thereto 
in writing. This is a bill to increase, 
from $6 to $7 a week the rate allowed 
by the commonwealth for the mainte- 
nance in hospitals of the sick poor, who 
have no settlements 
in cities and 


towns. In these cases the expense is 
borne in the first instance by the cities 
and towns; and they are reimbursed 
by tne commonwealth. Last year the 
number of these cases in iiuoimals was 
4307, and the appropriation was $95,000. 
On the basis of the number treated last 
year, with an increase of $2 per week 
in the rate, an addition to the appro- 
priation of $26,500 per annum will be 
required in future. 


If this bill is intended to relieve small 


and poor towns of an alleged burden- 
some charge t fails of its purpose. 
Even, if it were true that occasionally 
a town is obliged to pay $2 a week for 
the support of a' patient, the difference 
between what the commonwealth al- 
lows and the maximum charge fixed by 
this bill, the small towns, which rarely 
furnish a case, would lose more by their 
contribution to an increased state ap- 
propriation than they would gain, m 
reimbursement from an increase of the 
allowance for hospital charges. Instead 
of being a help to the poorer commu- 
nities of the commonwealth, it is clear 
to me that the- bill is prejudicial to their 
interests. As more than 95 per cent of 
the hospitals of the commonwealth are 
satisfied with the present rate of $5 per 
week, I cannot give my consent to a 
change which will needlessly increase 
\he appropriation for the state board of 
charity by not less than $25,000 a year. I 
therefore consider it to be my duty to 
return the bill without my approval.

GREAT DEMONSTRATION 


Labor Unions of City Ex- 


press Sympathy With 
Striking Shoe Cuttsrs 


1000 LABOR UNIONISTS [IN LINE 


Affair Will Net Over $500 For Support 


of the Strikers. Enthusiasm For 


Strikers All Along the Line 


of March 


A large sum wag realized, for the 


benefit of the striking shoe cutters ana 
one of the most imposing labor demon- 
strations ever made in. this city were 
the outcome of the concert and parade 
last evening. Never before In the his- 
tory of organized labor in this city have 
the unions taken part in such an affair, 
which was an Impressive exhibition of 
the interests that all the union mem- 
bers in the c.ity take in the welfare of 
members of another union who are en- 
gaged in a contest with capital. 


The* interest taken In the affa-lr was 


remarkable. The crowds which lined 
the streets all along the route of the 
the march were far larg«r than ordin- 
arily gathered for a spectacle of the 
kind, and thja enthusiasm as the men 
passed was continuous and hearty. Af- 
ter the parade the' Columbia theater 
was crowded to the doors, the hall be- 
ing1 far too sma.ll to accomodate all \vho 
sought entrance. 


It was impossible to estimate today

and perhaps $600 or $700. There were 
3000 ickets out, and many of these have 
not been heard from yet. The shoe 
cutters alone sold about 600 tickets. 


A characteristic feature of the entire 


affair was the 
extreme 
orderliness 


maintained, thwe being- not the slight- 
est demonstration of a nature calculat- 
ed to turn sympathy from the strikers, 
who were given the place of honor in 
the lore line. 


Curtained windows in the Millard 


shop, where the men who are taking 
the strikers' places were working1, kept 
those individuals from seeing a demon- 
stration of a nature rarely equalled, 
wherein they were losers of an interest- 
ing1 sight. It is to be feared, however, 
that work went slowly in the room dur- 
ing1 the 10 minutes or so that it took the 
procession to pass the shop, and the 
lively interest that the new men had in 
the affair was shown in the attention 
that was paid to it through the cracks 
between the curtains and the windows. 


The parade was somewhat late in 


starting, it being1 about 10 minutes of 
8 when the line was formed on Center 
street and ready to move. When made 
up it included about 1000 men. 
The 


crowds had been gathering since 7.3$, 
and the intersection of Easrle and Cen- 
ter streets was packed with people, 
while tba crowds extended all the way 
up Eagle and Union streets. 


All the unions in this cit^ ijxcept the 
bartenders, barbers and clerka were 
represented in the line. The two for- 
mer \\fare kept away by the business 
h^urs which kept the members at work. 
The attandance from Adams was small- 
er than had been expected on account 
of the threatening weather.which made 
it look at thiel time the men would have 
had to start from Adams as though 
the parade would have to be given un. 
The carpenters of Adams turned out, 
however, and marched with the car- 
penters' union of this city. Tne line 
was formed as follows: 


Platoon of police, led by Captain 


Jones; marshals, President H. A. Mc- 
Donald, of the Central Labor union 
and W. H. McCarthy of the musicians' 
union, who started the benefit; first 
division^—City band.

One of tthe features of the parade was 


the banner which was carried at the 
head .of the cutters' line, and which 
read, "We don't eat, v<^~k. and sleep in 
the same place." This hit at the way 
in which, the men who are taking- the 
strikers' places in the shop are beinc 
cared, for was received with applause. 


There was no desire 
amonff 
the 


marching men to show any public en- 
mity to the shop in which the strike is 
on, nor to the men who are taking the 
strikers' places. As the line passed 
the shop, most eyes were turned toward 
the lighted cutting room on the Union 
street side of the building, but there 
was no demonstration. A slight tend- 
ency to hiss at one point in the parade 
was quickly checked, and the parade 
passed the shop to the sounds only of 
the bands and the cheering from the 
crowd, which was as hearty from the 
crowd at this point as from any. 


At Quina's just beyond the shop, 


there was a big display of fireworks 
as the parade passed. This was repeat- 
ed on: Main street at Sullivan's Til- 
ton's and Oulman's news stands, while 
there were scattering fire works all 
along1 the line. 


The route of the parade was practi- 


cally as published, the Jistance being 
shortened on account of the mud by 
countermarching1 at Pleasant street on 
Church, instead of continuing to the 
Mark Hopkins school. 
The line was 


as fallows: Center street to Easrle, to 
Union, to Minor, to East 
Maim 
to 


Church to Pleasant, and countermarch- 
ing1 to Main to Marshall, to Center to 
C, L. U. hall and Columbia theater. 


At the soldiers'monument on the re- 


turn from Church street, the two bands, 
City and 
Columbian, were united, 


forming 
one 
large 
band, 
and 


headed the entire parade down Main 
street, playing the same airs and mak- 
ing a most favorable impression, esoe- 
cially in view of the fact that they had 
not practiced together to any extent. 


In the hall, the «'ro\vd poured in ran-

1 until ever? seat was taken a.nd 


standing room was at a premium. The 
concert eriveni was successful to a hich 
degree, judging by the applause that 
greeted each number, and it is rirob- 
Eible that those who took part novel- 
had a more thoroughly enthusiastic 
audience than this.
